In  1997  the  Board  of  Selectmen  welcomed  its  newest  member,  Rich 
Lane.  The  Selectmen  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Kevin 
Kinsella  who  served  the  Board,  with  distinction,  for  six  years. 

The  past  year  was  one  of  accomplishments  for  the  Town  of  Scituate.  The 
Sewer  Treatment  Plant  upgrade  was  begun  and  actual  construction  will 
commence  in  1998.  The  new  plant,  when  completed,  will  allow  an  additional 
800,000  gallons  to  be  treated.  This  will  make  it  possible  for  more  homes  and 
businesses  to  be  tied  into  the  sewer  system. 

The  much  awaited  Widow’s  Walk  Golf  Course  opened  with  much 
fanfare.  I  know  of  no  other  municipal  activity  that  gathered  so  much  coverage, 
not  only  from  the  local  press,  but  nationally,  as  well.  Widow’s  Walk  was 
heralded  as  an  environmental  breakthrough  in  the  construction  of  golf

well  as  create  a  recreational  facility  which  everyone  can  use  and  take  great 
pride  in. 

The  Town  continues  to  interact  with  the  MBTA  on  the  return  of  the 
Greenbush  Line.  There  are  many  mitigation  measures  that  must  be  resolved 
and  many  major  decisions  that  must  be  made  regarding  this  issue. 

The  administration  of  the  Town  lost  a  valued  employee  with  the  death  of 
Ceil  Coan.  Many  wonderful  things  have  been  said  about  Ceil  and  all  of  them 
deeply  deserved.  She  will  be  missed  both  as  an  employee  and  a  friend. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  both  Kim  Donovan, 
Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  her  untiring  efforts  in  the  Town’s 
behalf,  as  well  as  Sheila  Manning,  Secretary  to  the  Town  Administrator,  for 
her  help  in  insuring  a  successful  year.  A  special  thanks  goes  to  the  Town 
Administrator,  Rick  Agnew,  for  his  leadership  in  the  important  issues  facing 
the  Town.

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TOWN  ADMINISTRATOR 


The  Town  Administrator  is  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  of  the  Town 
and  is  responsible  and  accountable  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the 
operation  of  all  departments  except  schools. 

He  is  the  Personnel  Director  responsible  for  the  administration  of  all 
personnel  matters  including  Civil  Service  and  labor  negotiations.  He  appoints 
all  department  heads  and  employees  except  the  Town  Accountant  and  Town 
Counsel.  The  Town  Administrator  has  general  supervision  of  all  departments 
and  is  responsible  for  keeping  financial  and  administrative  records  of  Town 
activities. 


The  Town  Administrator  has  full  jurisdiction  over  the  rental  and 
maintenance  of  all  Town  property  except  schools  and  keeps  an  inventory  of 
all  Town  property.  He  is  the  Chief  Procurement  Officer  of  the  Town  and  he 
prepares  and  submits  the  Annual  Budget  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  FY  1998  tax  rate  has  been  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Accounts  at 
$15.19/1000  valuation.  This  is  an  increase  of  $0.39  or  2.635%  over  Fiscal 
1997.  New  growth  this  year  was  valued  at  $27,967,500,  which  generates  an 
additional  $413,919  in  levy  capacity.  Valuations  by  class  are:

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ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


The  Advisory  Committee  is  composed  of  nine  citizens  appointed  to 
staggered  three-year  terms  by  the  Town  Moderator.  The  Committee 
conducts  hearings  and  makes  recommendations  to  the  voters  on  all  matters 
that  come  before  the  Town  at  regular  and  special  Town  Meetings.  The 
recommendations  are  usually  published  in  a  report  prior  to  Town  Meeting  and 
followed  up  with  an  oral  report  at  Town  Meeting. 

The  Advisory  Committee  is  also  responsible  for  overseeing  the  transfer 
of  funds  from  the  Town’s  Reserve  Fund  ($90,000)  to  the  individual 
department  budgets  to  cover  unforeseen  emergencies. 

Members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  also  serve  on  the  Capitol  Planning 
Committee  (Andrew  O’Brien)  and  the  Street  Acceptance  Committee  (Paula 
Graham).  The  Advisory  Committee  maintains  liaison  contact  with  most  of 
the  Town’s  Committees  and  serves  from  time  to  time  on  various  working 
groups  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectman,  i.e.  Waste  Water  Treatment, 
Landfill  Closure,  Open  Space  Management  etc.

WASTEWATER  GROWTH  AND  CONNECTION  CONTROL

WHEREAS;  the  Town  of  Scituate  is  under  an  administrative  consent 
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order  being  administered  and  enforced  by  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection; 

WHEREAS;  the  consent  order  requires  the  Town  to  implement  an 
upgrade  of  the  Town’s  wastewater  treatment  facilities  and  which  requires  the 
Town  to  adopt  a  growth  and  connection  control  plan  for  the  Town’s 
wastewater  treatment  facilities; 

WHEREAS;  the  Town  has  adopted  a  wastewater  treatment  facilities  plan 
which  will  result  in  an  increase  in  flow  capacity  from  .8  million  gallons  per 
day  to  1.6  million  gallons  per  day; 

WHEREAS;  the  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection’s  requirement  that  a  growth  and  connection  control  plan  be 
implemented  is  to  insure  that  the  Town  does  not  connect  more  homes  and 
businesses  to  the  sewage  collection  system  than  can  be  treated  effectively  by 
the  new  facility; 

WHEREAS;  even  though  the  capacity  of  the  wastewater  treatment  plan 
will  be  doubled  from  .8  to  1.6  mgd,  the  new  capacity  will  not  meet  the  needs 
of  the  entire  Town,  so  that  the  additional  capacity  must  be  carefully  allocated 
to  meet  the  Town’s  priority  needs; 

WHEREAS;  the  Town  has  prepared  a  growth  and  connection  control 
plan  to  establish  the  priority  needs  for  extending  sewers  to  additional  areas  of 
Town  based  upon  such  factors  as  minimum  Title  5  setback  requirements, 
depth  to  groundwater,  soil  conditions,  and  drinking  water  setbacks,  as  well  as 
priority  needs  for  permitting  connections  to  the  existing  sewer  system;  and 

WHEREAS;  the  growth  and  connection  control  pan  has  identified  and 
prioritized  nine  of  the  Town’s  sewer  districts  for  sewer  extensions; 

THEREFORE;  in  order  to  adopt  and  implement  the  growth  and 
connection  control  plan  and  pursuant  to  Chapter  83,  Section  1  and  the 
requirements  of  the  administrative  consent  order,  the  Town  of  Scituate  hereby

Section  1.  The  Town,  acting  through  the  Board  of  Selectmen  serving  as 
sewer  commissioners  may  permit  new  connections  and  extensions  to  the 
Town’s  sewage  collection  system  in  accordance  with  the  Growth  and 
Connection  Control  Plan  dated  January,  1996  prepared  by  Comprehensive 
Environmental,  Inc.,  and  as  that  plan  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  the  approval  of  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection.

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Preservation  of  Scituate’s  Heritage,  Inc.  is  a  non-profit  organization 
dedicated  to  raising  funds  for  the  restoration  of  town  records,  which  have 
deteriorated  through  the  years.  Many  are  extremely  fragile  and  badly  in  need 
of  professional  services.  Some  of  these  volumes  date  back  to  the  1600  and 
1700’s.  If  not  restored,  irreplaceable  records  would  be  lost. 

Because  some  of  the  volumes  are  in  worse  condition  than  others,  the  cost 
of  preserving  them  differs,  ranging  from  $500  to  $2,000  each.  In  1996,  the 
organization  was  able  to  restore  two  of  the  volumes,  “Births,  Marriages  and 
Deaths,  1844-1861”,  and  “Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths,  1920-1944”.  This 
year  two  additional  volumes  were  restored,  “Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths 
1862-1904”  and  “Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths  1904-1919”. 

With  the  authorization  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  our  group  is  marketing 
merchandise  embossed  with  the  town  seal.  All  funds  raised  go  to  the 
restoration  program.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  primary  goal  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  protect  the 
quality  of  the  natural  environment,  and  in  particular  our  crucial  and  sensitive 
resources.  These  resources  include  our  water  supplies,  open  recreational  land, 
plants  and  wildlife.  It  is  additionally  charged  with  recommending  to  the  Town 
the  purchase  of  lands  that  would  benefit  the  community,  and  help  realize  the 
Commission’s  charge.  Specifically  responsible  for  overseeing  the 
implementation  of  Scituate’s  Wetlands  Protection  Bylaws,  the  State’s 
Wetlands  Protection  Act,  as  well  as  related  legislation  and  executive  orders, 
the  Commission  works  in  a  complementary  relationship  with  other  boards  and 
agents  of  the  Town,  especially  the  Planning  and  Health  Boards,  as  well  as 
Town  officials.  On  a  broader  scale,  the  Commission  also  works  with  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection,  the  Coastal  Zone  Management 
Commission,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  and  the  Army  Corps  of 
Engineers. 

During  1997,  the  Commission  reviewed  72  Notices  of  Intent  (indications 
of  intentions  to  initiate  a  project  on  land  at  least  part  of  which  comes  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission)  and  23  Request  for  Determinations  of 
Applicability  (requests  submitted  by  individuals  seeking  a  decision  as  to 
whether  a  proposed  project  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission). 
Among  the  hearings,  were  lengthy  deliberations  concerning  the  MBTA’s 
Greenbush  Line,  the  upgrading  of  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Plant,  and  the 
problems  of  the  Spit.  Perhaps  most  important,  a  Draft  Open  Space  Plan  was 
submitted  to  the  state,  was  approved,  and  is  currently  being  finalized,  thanks 
to  the  work  of  former  Conservation  Agent  Vincent  Kalishes,  with  dedicated 
support  from  current  and  former  members  and  associate  members  of  the 
Commission. 

In  addition  to  its  ongoing  responsibilities,  Commissioners  attended  a 
number  of  workshops  throughout  the  year,  dealing  with  topics  ranging  from 
coastline  erosion  to  open  space  concerns.  They  made  a  number  of  site  visits 
and  attended  meetings  of  other  Town  boards. 

The  Commission  is  working  to  enhance  environmental  consciousness  in 
the  community,  and  toward  the  development  of  a  long-needed  beach 
management  plan,  in  part  as  a  response  to  the  problems  faced  by  the  Town  on 
the  Spit  this  past  summer.  The  Commission  is  also  beginning  to  work  more 
closely  with  surroundings  towns. 

In  all  of  this,  the  Commission  has  been  seeking  ways  to  deal  with 
constantly  increasing  demands  placed  on  its  limited  resources.  Development, 
which  has  been  increasingly  focused  on  borderline  lands,  and  changing  public 
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attitudes  about,  and  understanding  of,  quality  of  life  issues,  have  in  part  led  to 
revised  and  new  legislation,  such  as  requiring  special  protection  of  habitats 
for  endangered  wildlife,  protection  of  fragile  resources  such  as  water  supplies, 
and  protection  of  coastal  and  riverfront  areas. 

On  behalf  of  the  people  who  served  as  Conservation  Commissioners 
during  1997,  including  Linda  Carroll,  Sheila  Kukstis,  Amy  Kwesell,  James 
Lewis,  James  Logar,  Allan  Mayberry  Greenberg,  Patricia  Jones,  Matthew 
Sullivan,  and  Richard  Zellen,  and  the  Conservation  Commission  staff, 
including  Elinor  M.  Foley  (Agent),  Carol  Logue  (Secretary),  and  Rebecca 
Glancy  (Recording  Secretary).

1997  was  a  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  Planning  Board.  During 
1997  the  Planning  Board  held  42  meetings  and  reviewed  28  Approval  Not 
Required  plans,  5  Site  Plan  Waiver  Requests,  6  Site  Plan  Administrative 
Review  Applications,  13  Special  Permits  (including  2  Site  Plan  Special 
Permits,  2  Accessory  Dwelling  Special  Permits,  4  Flood  Plain  &  Watershed 
Protection  District  Special  Permits,  and  5  Common  Driveway  Special 
Permits)  and  2  Scenic  Road  Applications.  The  Board  approved  2  Definitive 
Subdivision  plans  (Arrowwood  Development  and  Barry’s  Landing)  and 
continued  to  hold  hearings  on  various  aspects  of  the  Laurelwood  and  Walnut 
Tree  Hill  Subdivisions.  Late  in  1997  two  new  development  plans  were 
submitted  to  the  Board  (Beech  Tree  Farm  Subdivision  off  First  Parish  Road 
and  Pheasant  Hill  Reserve  off  Pheasant  Hill  Drive/Tanglewood  Drive/Rte. 
3A)  and  the  review  process  for  these  two  plans  has  commenced. 

In  January  the  Board  amended  its  Fee  Schedule  and  in  June  the  Board 
approved  an  amendment  to  the  Subdivision  Regulations  allowing  the  Board 
to  require  mitigation  where  access  from  a  public  way  is  inadequate.  Various 
zoning  amendments  were  submitted  to  the  March  1997  Annual  Town 
Meeting  including  the  following:  Changes  to  the  Definition  Section  of  the 
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Zoning  Bylaw  to  define  retirement  living  facility,  assisted  living  facility, 
nursing  or  convalescent  home,  habitable  attic  and  story;  Amended  Section 
310  Types  of  Districts;  Amended  wording  in  Section  610.2  Lot  Frontage 
Requirements;  Amended  wording  in  Section  770  Site  Plan  Special  Permit 
regarding  contents  of  plan  and  recording  of  plan;  Amended  Section  780 
regarding  engineering  requirements,  paving  and  timely  construction  of 
common  driveways;  Amended  Section  620  Height  and  Open  Space 
Requirements;  and  Amended  Section  510  Water  Resources  Protection 
District  by  changing  time  for  review  by  Town  departments. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  the  Board  has  the  services  of  a  full-time 
Town  Planner.  Ms.  Laura  Harbottle  was  hired  in  August  and  she  has  been 
extremely  busy  assisting  the  Board  in  review  of  various  plan  applications, 
drafting  bylaw  amendments  for  the  1998  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and 
beginning  the  Town’s  Master  Plan  Update.  It  is  expected  that  the  Update  of 
the  Master  Plan  and  a  revision  of  the  Subdivision  Rules  &  Regulations  will 
begin  in  and  continue  through  1998. 

The  Summer  of  1997  brought  a  major  change  to  the  Planning  Board’s 
office  facilities.  The  office  was  moved  from  the  Building  Department’s  office 
to  the  Planning  Board  Hearing  Room  area  across  the  hall.  This  change 
provided  a  more  productive  working  space  for  the  Planning  Staff  and  the 
formation  of  a  Planning  Department.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  Hearing  Room 
could  no  longer  be  used  as  meeting  space,  the  Board  changed  its  meeting 
night  from  Tuesday  evenings  to  Thursday  evenings. 

Mrs.  Jane  O’Sullivan  and  Mr.  Ralph  Crossen  were  elected  as  members  of 
the  Board  at  the  1997  Spring  Elections  and  their  expertise  in  many  diversified 
fields  has  proven  to  be  invaluable  to  the  Board.

The  controversial  school  debt  exclusion  override  issue  brought  in  new 
registrations  and  increased  interest  in  absentee  voting.  Absentee  Voting  is  not 
allowed  for  Town  Meetings,  registered  voters  MUST  ATTEND  Town 
Meetings  in  order  TO  VOTE  the  articles  on  the  Warrant.  Absentee  voting  is 
allowed  in  an  election. 


In  elections  registered  voters  may  vote  absentee  ONLY  if  they  will  be 
unable  to  vote  at  the  polls  on  Election  Day  because  of  one  of  the  following: 

•  Absence  from  their  town  during  the  hours  the  polls  are  open 

•  Physical  Disability 

•  Religious  Beliefs

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TOWN  ARCHIVES 


Dorothy  Clapp  Langley,  Town  Archivist,  and  archive  volunteer  for  over 
ten  years  ,  announced  her  retirement  in  August  of  this  year.  The  Town  of 
Scituate  is  greatly  indebted  to  Mrs.  Langley  for  the  many,  many  volunteer 
hours  she  has  given  to  keep  the  Scituate  Archives  in  perfect  order  and  as  an 
important  research  tool  for  the  astonishing  number  of  Americans  who  trace 
their  roots  back  to  Scituate.  Mrs.  Langley,  however,  is  not  retiring  from  her 
genealogical  work,  but  continuing  to  research  genealogical  roots  from  her 
home  office. 

In  August,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  created  an  Archives  Committee  to 
guide  and  advise  as  to  the  direction  the  Scituate  Archives  should  take.  This 
board  is  comprised  of  Barbara  Maffucci  -  Town  Clerk,  Susan  Phippen  - 
Selectwoman,  Kathleen  Meeker  -  Library  Director,  David  Ball  -  President, 
Scituate  Historical  Society,  and  Allen  Mayberry-Greenberg.  The  board 
recruited  me  to  step  in  as  archives  volunteer  and  “archivist  in  training.”

The  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  (MAPC)  is  the  regional 
planning  agency  representing  101  cities  and  towns  in  the  metropolitan  Boston 
area.  Created  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  in  1963,  it  serves  as  a  forum  for  state 
and  local  officials  and  provides  technical  planning  assistance  and  service 
delivery  to  its  member  communities.  MAPC  works  with  cities  and  towns 
through  eight  subregional  organizations  whose  members  are  appointed  by 
chief  elected  officials  and  planning  boards.  The  Council  provides  the 
subregions  with  financial,  planning  and  administrative  support,  and  offers 
technical  aid  on  selected  special  projects.  MAPC  is  a  designated  Economic 
Development  District  of  the  federal  Economic  Development  Administration 
and  as  one  of  14  members  of  the  Metropolitan  Planning  Organization  (MPO), 
has  oversight  responsibility  for  the  region’s  federally  funded  transportation 
program. 

MAPC  completed  another  successful  year  of  working  with  its 
communities,  state  agencies,  various  non-profit  groups,  universities, 
businesses,  special  interest  coalitions,  state  and  federal  legislators,  and  other 
regional  planning  agencies.  The  agency  held  at  least  15  regularly  scheduled 
meetings  each  month,  eight  of  which  were  in  the  different  subregions.  These 
meetings  plus  special  workshops,  seminars,  focus  groups,  and  conferences 
linked  together  the  hundreds  of  issues  and  individuals  who  are  part  of  the 
Boston  areas  and  the  nation’s  planning  scene.  It  was  this  network  that 
provided  the  energy,  vision  and  focus  for  MAPC’s  activities  in  the  region. 

After  years  of  concern  about  the  role  of  local  governments  in  state 
transportation  planning  and  funding  decisions,  1997  saw  a  landmark 
achievement  in  the  formation  of  a  new  Boston  area  MPO.  The  reorganization 
was  the  outcome  of  federally  supported  mediation,  with  MAPC  serving  as  a 
key  negotiator  for  a  stronger  state/local  partnership.  MPO  voting  members 
now  include  seven  cities  and  towns,  along  with  seven  state  and  regional 
agencies,  including  MAPC.  The  municipal  and  regional  members  of  the  MPO 
are  responsible  for  programming  about  $40  million  per  year  in  local  road  and 
bridge  projects,  about  one-third  of  the  total  funds  available  for  the 
metropolitan  region.  MAPC  works  with  communities  to  develop  a  list  of  local 
projects  to  be  programmed  for  funding. 

In  September,  the  first  Transportation  Improvement  Program  was 
adopted  by  the  new  MPO.  The  TIP  also  included  $10  million  for 
“Enhancement  projects",  and  $3  million  for  Transportation  Demand 
Management  (TDM)  projects.  As  a  regional  planning  agency  MAPC’s  role  is 
in  both  the  Enhancement  and  TDM  programs  is  to  solicit  proposals  and 
prescreen  them  for  funding  eligibility. 
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As  always,  the  agency  participated  in  a  variety  of  transportation  related 
projects.  One  of  the  major  efforts  this  year  involved  working  on  the 
Transportation  Summit  meeting  that  was  held  in  Springfield.  This  effort  was 
organized  to  support  the  reauthorization  of  ISTEA  and  help  assure  that  federal 
transportation  funding  for  New  England  is  not  diminished.  MAPC  completed 
a  three-year  Pavement  Management  system  project  that  involved  the 
inspection  of  all  federal-aid  eligible  roadways  throughout  the  entire  MAPC 
region.  A  report  on  the  over  3,000  miles  of  road  that  were  inspected  was 
submitted  to  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Department. 

A  new  project  that  was  organized  last  year  was  the  Metropolitan 
Greenspace  Initiative.  Over  65  environmental  and  historic  preservation 
organizations  have  indicated  their  interest  in  participating  in  this  effort  that 
MAPC  is  currently  staffing.  As  part  of  this  project  the  agency  has  produced  a 
map  that  illustrates  the  development  growth  in  the  greater  Boston  area  from 
1970  to  1991.  The  accompanying  data  documents  the  results  of  urban  sprawl 
that  has  occurred  showing  a  15%  growth  in  land  development  with  only  a  5% 
growth  in  population.  MAPC  staff  has  been  working  with  graduate  students 
at  the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Design  on  a  report  outlining  the  potential 
for  open  space  protection  as  the  region  continues  to  grow.  During  the  past 
year  the  agency  increased  its  association  with  the  Boston  Harbor  Islands 
National  Recreation  Area  planning  project  with  the  expectation  that  the 
agency  will  become  one  of  the  groups  officially  involved  in  the  establishment 
of  this  new  federal/state  facility. 

MAPC  produced  a  number  of  publications  during  1997.  This  past  year 
the  agency  published  its  first  yearly  calendar  with  each  month  displaying 
maps  containing  different  demographic  data  of  interest  to  communities  in  the 
region  and  their  residents.  The  Data  Center  also  published  a  report,  Top 
Employers,  which  listed  by  community  the  number  of  employees  per 
establishment  in  the  region.  Other  recent  projects  include  a  Title  V 
compliance  computer  software  application  for  Ashland  and  Hopkinton, 
economic  forecasting  for  several  agencies,  school  enrollment  forecasts  for 
several  communities,  and  updates  to  the  community  profile  series.  The  Data 
Center,  working  with  Harvard  University  and  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
Boston,  also  completed  a  collaborative  project  known  as  The  Massachusetts 
Electronic  Atlas.  This  atlas  provides  access  via  the  Internet  to  information  on 
the  35 1  cities  and  towns  in  the  state.  All  the  information  can  be  downloaded. 

The  GIS  Lab  completed  numerous  projects  for  both  individual 
communities  and  for  the  region  as  a  whole.  Staff  worked  with  Watertown  on 
developing  a  tree  inventory  for  the  community.  They  also  completed  a 
wireless  communication  siting  study  for  one  of  the  subregions,  an  open  space 
update  for  another,  and  a  comprehensive  regional  zoning  report  for  yet 
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another.  GIS  staff  conducted  a  number  of  workshops  on  parcel  data 
automation  and  acted  as  an  information  resource  for  municipalities  interested 
in  beginning  or  expanding  their  GIS  programs. 

In  addition  to  playing  a  major  role  on  a  number  of  regional  boards  and 
commissions,  the  staff  also  applied  for  and  received  grants  to  investigate 
shared  services  in  one  of  the  subregions  and  also  to  help  communities  deal 
with  the  issue  of  utility  deregulation.  MAPC  continued  to  participate  with  the 
South  Weymouth  Naval  Air  Station  reuse  planning  project.  One  MAPC  staff 
member  was  contracted  to  work  part  time  for  the  Town  of  Rockland  on 
planning  issues  related  to  the  base  closure  and  reuse. 

In  1997,  the  agency  also  completed  a  project  that  focuses  on 
opportunities  for  bolstering  the  shoreline  seafood  processing  and  distribution 
industries  in  the  Commonwealth,  including  an  analysis  of  the  importance  of 
the  industry  to  affected  coastal  communities  in  Massachusetts 

MAPC  updated  its  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  for  1997, 
analyzing  the  regional  economy  and  economic  development  needs,  and 
revising  the  list  of  projects  eligible  for  federal  funds  through  the  Economic 
Development  Administration  (EDA).  The  agency  administered  a  Community 
Adjustment  Planning  Grant  provided  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  to  examine  community  responses  to  defense  industry 
downsizing  and  evaluate  defense  dependencies  of  small  and  mid-sized 
municipalities.  The  project  included  several  focus  groups  and  a  regional 
forum.  A  final  report  on  strategies  to  adjust  and  diversify  local  economies  in 
response  to  reduced  defense  spending  will  be  completed  in  early  1998.

Once  again,  Fitts  Mill 
donated  cat  and  dog  goodies.

During  1997,  we  held  four  hearings  involving  issues  from  barking  dogs 
to  biting  dogs.

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SHELLFISH  DEPARTMENT 


Clammers  in  Scituate  enjoyed  another  year  on  the  flats  as  the  clamming 
area  in  North  Scituate  remained  opened  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year.  Over 
450  permits  were  issued  in  1997.  Permits  are  available  only  at  the  Town 
Clerk’s  office.  Clamming  is  allowed  on  Sundays  and/or  Thursdays.  Diggers 
are  limited  to  one  bucket  of  clams  a  week  (8  quarts). 

The  clam  flats  in  the  North  River  were  opened  from  December  11th, 
1996  through  April  30th,  1997.  These  flats  have  failed  to  reopen  this  winter 
because  of  high  fecal  coliform  counts.  The  large  amounts  of  rainfall  this  past 
fall  have  certainly  impacted  this  area.  On  a  positive  note,  the  creeks  between 
Bassings  Beach  and  Hatherly  Country  Club  were  conditionally  reopened  from 
December  5th  to  April  30th.  There  are  still  some  areas  in  there  that  remain 
closed,  so  be  sure  to  obey  the  signs  posting  those  areas. 

Parking  has  been  problematic  on  Wood  Island  Road.  The  street  has  been 
posted  “NO  PARKING”  on  one  side.  This  has  been  done  in  the  interest  of 
public  safety,  as  on  several  Sundays  there  were  cars  on  both  sides  of  the  street 
making  it  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  for  emergency  vehicles  to  access  the 
area.  Clammers  are  advised  to  pay  attention  to  the  posted  area,  for  cars 
illegally  parked  may  be  towed. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  clammers  for  their  cooperation  over  this 
past  year.  Once  again,  I  would  like  to  remind  all  diggers  to  fill  in  their  holes 
as  soon  as  they  finish.  This  is  important  to  try  to  conserve  the  resource  for  the 
future.

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PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 
are  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  1997. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  Sate  Legislature  in  1957, 
and  is  now  composed  of  25  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton, 
and  the  Town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a  regional 
response  to  a  regional  problem  and  provides  a  way  of  organizing  specialized 
equipment,  specially  trained  employees,  and  mosquito  control  professionals 
into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad  geographical  area  of  responsibility. 

The  1997  season  began  with  an  above  normal  water  table  which 
produced  large  numbers  of  spring  brood  mosquitoes  throughout  the  County. 
Efforts  were  directed  at  larval  mosquitoes  starting  with  the  spring  brood. 
Ground  larviciding  was  accomplished  using  B.t.i.,  an  environmentally 
selective  bacterial  agent.  Upon  emergence  of  the  spring  brood  of  adult 
mosquitoes,  ultra-low  volume  adulticiding  began.  The  Project  responded  to  a 
record  number  of  residential  complaints  during  the  summer.  All  sprayers  and 
trucks  performed  well  with  little  time  lost  to  breakdowns. 

Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  virus  was  first  isolated  from  Culiseta 
melanura ,  a  bird  biting  species,  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health  from  collections  in  Kingston  on  August  3,  1997.  Of  the  season’s  total 
of  twenty  three  EEE  isolates,  nineteen  were  from  Plymouth  County  as 
follows:  Kingston  (8/3  (2),  8/26,  9/1,  9/14  and  9/28),  Halifax  (8/10  and  8/24), 
Carver  (8/10,  8/17,  9/1  (3),  9/7  (3)  and  9/14)  and  Lakeville  (9/7  and  9/14). 
Based  on  guidelines  defined  by  the  “Vector  Control  Plan  to  prevent  EEE”  in 
Massachusetts,  Southeastern  Massachusetts  will  be  at  a  “moderate  level  of 
EEE  risk”  beginning  the  1998  season.  The  recurring  problem  of  EEE 
continues  to  ensure  cooperation  between  this  Project  and  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health. 

During  the  summer  of  1997,  this  Project  continued  cooperating  with  the 
Harvard  School  of  Public  Health  on  a  Lyme  disease  surveillance  program  in 
Plymouth  County  Towns. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  Scituate  are  given  below.  While 
mosquitoes  do  not  respect  town  lines  the  information  given  below  does 
provide  a  tally  of  the  activities  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the 
health  and  comfort  of  Scituate  residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  5,205  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted 
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sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was  made 
to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments  were 
made  in  May  and  the  last  in  September. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage, 
which  can  be  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing 
water  areas.  Inspectors  continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with 
highly  specific  larvicides  when  immature  mosquitoes  are  present.  Last  year  a 
total  of  166  inspections  were  made  to  111  catalogued  breeding  sites. 

Water  Management.  During  1997  crews  removed  blockages,  brush  and 
other  obstructions  from  2,890  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent 
overflows  or  stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work, 
together  with  machine  reclamation,  is  most  often  carried  out  in  the  fall  and 
winter. 

Machine  Reclamation.  2,175  linear  feet  of  saltmarsh  and  upland  ditch 
was  reconstructed  in  Scituate  using  both  of  the  Project’s  two  track  driven 
backhoes. 

Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  complaint  response  time,  that  is  the  time 
between  notice  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors. 
The  complaint  response  time  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  was  less  than  two  days 
with  more  than  1 ,235  complaints  answered. 

Mosquito  Survey.  A  systemic  sampling  for  the  mosquitoes  in  Scituate 
indicates  that  Aedes  contator  was  the  most  abundant  species.  Other  important 
species  collected  included  Culex  pipiens  and  Culiseta  impatiens. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for 
information  about  mosquitoes,  mosquito-borne  diseases,  control  practices,  or 
any  other  matters  of  concern.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  ON 
COUNTY  COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION 

County  Extension  programs  are  carried  out  in  Plymouth  County  in 
cooperation  with  UMass  Extension  (Amherst)  and  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture.  The  Extension  System  is  supported  by  County, 
Federal  and  State  funds,  and  operates  under  Federal  and  State  laws  and 
agreements.  Educational  programs  focus  on  four  major  program  areas: 
Agroecology;  Natural  Resources  and  Environmental  Conservation  (grant 
funds);  4-H  youth,  volunteer  and  family  development;  and  federally  funded 
Nutrition  Education  initiatives.  Volunteer  advisory  groups  work  with  staff  on 
developing  specific  programs.  Local  citizens,  appointed  by  the  County 
Commissioners,  serve  as  County  Extension  Trustees,  directing  the  overall 
program.  Extension  staff  serve  as  a  direct  link  with  the  University  of 
Massachusetts-Amherst.  New  research  findings  are  translated  into  practical 
applications  and  shared  with  people  and  communities  through  workshops, 
conferences,  field  demonstrations,  technical  assistance,  newspaper  articles, 
radio  and  television.  Publications  such  as  regular  newsletters  and  booklets, 
fact  sheets,  and  home  study  courses,  bring  information  directly  to  those  who 
need  it. 

In  Plymouth  County,  the  Extension  outreach  office  is  located  on  High  St. 
Hanson.  There  is  a  satellite  office  in  the  City  of  Brockton,  for  the  grant- 
funded  Family  Nutrition  Program.  In  Southeastern  Massachusetts  regional 
programs  are  often  conducted.  UMass  Extension  also  operates  the  Cranberry 
Experiment  Research  Station,  located  in  Wareham.  Currently  the  Plymouth 
County  field  staff  consists  of  a  County  Director,  two  4-H  Youth  Development 
Specialists,  a  Food  Safety/Family  Development  Specialist,  and  a 
Landscape/Nursery  Specialist.  A  federally  funded  Expanded  Food  and 
Nutrition  Education  Program  and  the  new  Family  Nutrition  Program  is  run 
under  the  auspices  of  Extension.  Currently,  one  supervisor,  and  three  outreach 
educators  work  in  this  program.  A  three-year  Water  Quality  Grant  recently 
concluded  work  in  the  Taunton  River  Watershed  Connections  Project.  For 
more  detailed  information  on  Cooperative  Extension  programs  contact  the 
county  office  at  Box  658,  Hanson,  MA  02341.

GENERAL: 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  a  service  organization  responsible  for 
providing  essential  public  works  support  services  for  the  citizens  of  Scituate. 
Services  provided  by  this  department  include  the  engineering  design, 
construction,  maintenance  and  repair  of  streets,  sidewalks,  sewer,  water  and 
storm  drainage  systems;  installation  of  sewer  and  water  service  connections; 
surveying  and  mapping;  maintenance  and  repair  of  vehicles  and  equipment; 
maintenance  of  parks,  cemeteries,  athletic  fields,  beaches,  public  buildings 
and  off-street  parking  facilities;  public  refuse  and  disposal  operations;  snow 
plowing  and  ice  control;  administration  of  construction  contracts;  review  of 
subdivision  projects;  inspection  of  construction  projects  and  the  operation  of 
the  sewer  and  water  treatment  plants  and  sanitary  landfill. 

ORGANIZATION: 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  organized  into  six  divisions,  each 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  division  supervisor  and  the  overall  direction 
of  the  Director  of  Public  Works.

MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS: 

In  addition  to  providing  routine  maintenance,  service  and  plant 
operations,  many  major  projects  and  programs  were  also  completed  by  the 
DPW  or  under  the  direction  of  the  DPW  during  the  past  year. 
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Completed  the  engineering  design  and  awarded  a  competitively  bid 
contract  to  the  firm  C.H.  Nickerson  &  Co.,  Inc.  of  Connecticut  for  the  upgrade 
of  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant.  The  existing  treatment  plant  will  be 
expanded  and  upgraded  to  an  advanced  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  with 
disposal  of  effluent  to  the  tidal  ditch.  The  existing  plant  would  be  expanded 
to  treat  1.60  mgd  annual  average  flowrate  and  4.36  mgd  annual  peak  flowrate. 
The  plant  would  be  modified  to  provide  Class  I  reliability,  removal  of  total 
nitrogen  to  3  mg/1  at  the  design  flow,  removal  of  fecal  coliforms  to  achieve  a 
geometric  mean  level  of  14  MPN/100  ml,  a  minimum  dissolved  oxygen  level 
of  6  mg/1  and  all  other  effluent  criteria  required  to  meet  the  water  quality 
standards  for  Massachusetts  Class  SA  marine  waters.  The  construction  of  this 
Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  upgrade  is  scheduled  to  start  in  February  of  1998 
and  will  be  completed  within  three  years. 

Started  the  engineering  design  and  preparation  of  contract  documents  for 
the  rehabilitation  of  existing  sewer  mains,  manholes  and  house  service  to 
reduce  and  eliminate  extraneous  wastewater  entering  the  sanitary  sewer 
system  and  thereby  increasing  the  wastewater  treatment  capabilities  of  the 
sewer  treatment  plant.  TV  testing  and  flow  isolation  of  over  7000  lineal  feet 
of  sewer  mains  and  520  manholes  in  the  Cedar  Point  and  Shore  Acres  area  of 
town  have  indicated  that  over  200,000  gallons  per  day  of  extraneous  sewer 
flow  can  be  removed  by  the  replacement  or  grout  sealing  of  1500  lineal  feet 
of  existing  sewer  lines  and  50  sewer  manholes.  Engineering  design  and 
rehabilitation  of  sewer  mains,  manholes  and  home  services  is  scheduled  for 
completion  by  January  1999. 

Completed  the  engineering  design  and  preparation  of  bid  documents  and 
awarded  competitively  bid  contract  to  the  firm  of  Schlumberger  Industries, 
Inc.  of  Sandwich,  Mass,  for  the  replacement  of  over  7500  installed  water 
meters  with  meters  capable  of  automatic  reading  and  computerized  billing. 
Installation  of  all  replacement  water  meters  is  scheduled  for  completion  in 
August  1998. 

Awarded  a  contract  for  the  engineering  design  and  preparation  of 
contract  documents  for  the  installation  of  a  corrosion  control  system  for  all 
town  water  wells  to  reduce  the  copper  level  in  the  water  supply  to  EPA  limits 
and  standards.  The  current  level  of  copper  in  the  water  supply  exceeds  EPA 
standards  and  must  be  reduced  by  making  the  water  less  corrosive.  The 
construction  of  this  corrosion  control  system  for  all  wells  to  reduce  this 
copper  level  to  required  EPA  level  is  scheduled  for  completion  by  January 
1999. 

Completed  the  construction  of  sewer  mains  and  provided  individual 
home  sewer  grinder  pumps  to  sewer  homes  with  failed  septic  systems  on 
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Stone  Ave.,  Wheeler  Ave.,  and  Hamilton  Ave. 


Completed  the  reconstruction  of  the  Edward  Foster  Road  bridge. 

Awarded  a  contract  for  the  engineering  design  and  preparation  of 
contract  documents  for  the  construction  of  a  new  Solid  Waste  Transfer  Station 
and  Recycling  Facility  and  closing  and  capping  of  the  Sanitary  Fandfill.  The 
closed  and  capped  landfill  will  be  designed  for  post  closure  use  as  a  practice 
golf  course  and  jogging  and  exercise  trails.  Closure  of  all  unlined  sanitary 
landfills  is  required  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection.  At  the  present  time  our  Administrative  Consent  Order  with  DEP 
for  landfill  closure  requires  that  we  cease  to  accept  refuse  at  our  Sanitary 
Landfill  by  30  December  1998  and  close  and  cap  our  Sanitary  Landfill  by 
November  1999.  The  Town  of  Scituate  is  however  currently  in  the  process  of 
requesting  an  amendment  to  the  Administrative  Consent  Order  for  continued 
operation  of  our  landfill  until  the  Transfer  Station  has  been  completed.  The 
design,  approval  by  DEP  and  construction  of  the  Transfer  Station  and 
Recycling  Facility  is  scheduled  for  completion  by  September  1999. 

Received  a  grant  from  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  for 
the  construction  of  storm  water  improvement  structures  to  protect  and 
improve  the  water  quality  of  the  North  River  and  estuary. 

Completed  the  construction  of  seawall  and  stone  revetment  along  Glades 
Road  to  prevent  further  wall  undermining  and  roadside  erosion. 

Completed  condition  survey  of  all  seawalls  and  stone  revetments  from 
the  Glades  to  Humarock  for  the  purpose  of  developing  a  phased  plan  for 
necessary  reconstruction,  repairs  and  improvements  for  the  protection  of 
shoreline  public  and  private  property. 

Completed  the  structural  evaluation  of  the  Sea  Street  Bridge  crossing  the 
South  River  between  the  Town  of  Marshfield  and  Humarock.  This  structural 
evaluation  will  be  used  for  the  engineering  design  and  search  for  any  available 
outside  funding  for  required  reconstruction. 

Completed  the  installation  of  new  roof  on  the  Central  Fire  Station  and 
Jenkins  School  building.  Reconstruction  of  both  roofs  were  necessary  to 
provide  for  safety  of  occupants  and  users. 

Reconstructed  both  mechanical  aerators  in  the  number  four  aerator  tank 
at  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant. 

Repaired  and  stabilized  concrete  floor  slab  at  the  Chain  Pond  Sewer 
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Pump  Station. 

Well  18B  located  off  the  Driftway  was  placed  in  operation  in  1997  and  is 
providing  over  230,000  gallons  per  day.  This  reconstructed  well  replaced  well 
18A  which  was  producing  less  than  100,000  gallons  per  day. 

39,620  lbs. of  activated  carbon  was  removed  and  replaced  in  the  Water 
Treatment  Plant  carbon  filters. 

An  additional  alum  feed  pump  was  installed  at  the  Water  Treatment  Plant 
to  insure  chemical  flow  balance. 

A  new  water  main  flushing  program  is  scheduled  for  1998.  This  water 
main  flushing  will  improve  the  quality  of  the  drinking  water  supply  and  is  a 
component  of  new  water  distribution  system  maintenance  programs. 

A  new  hydrant  service  program  was  initiated  for  the  747  hydrants  in  the 
water  distribution  system.  To  date  104  hydrants  were  tested  with  7  requiring 
replacement  and  13  requiring  repairs. 

Pumped  and  treated  629  million  gallons  of  potable  water.  169  million 
gallons  of  water  was  treated  and  processed  through  the  Water  Treatment  Plant 
and  460  million  gallons  of  water  was  processed  from  the  six  water  wells. 

Purchased  44,969  million  gallons  of  water  from  Marshfield  to  service 
Humarock. 

Started  commingled  recycling  of  plastics  #1  thru  #7,  all  colored  glass  and 
tin,  steel  and  aluminium  cans  to  improve  and  streamline  citizen  recycling. 

Installed  a  compactor  for  cardboard,  magazines,  junk  mail  and  paper 
products  to  provide  for  more  efficient  storage  and  processing. 

Installed  new  cages  on  landfill  trash  bins  to  help  control  wind  blown  litter 
without  obstructing  operator  vision  when  traveling  to  disposal  area.  Also 
lowered  trash  bins  to  make  bins  more  user  friendly. 

Treated  and  processed  390  million  gallons  of  wastewater  and  2.37 
million  gallons  of  septage  at  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant. 

Received  National  Pollutant  Discharge  Elimination  Permit  (NPDES) 
from  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  under  the  Federal  Clean  Water 
Act  to  allow  effluent  discharge  from  our  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  to  the 
Herring  River. 
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Removed  over  271  dry  tons  of  processed  sludge  filter  cake  from 
Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  for  disposal  at  the  Sanitary  Landfill. 

Installed  over  2000  feet  of  new  litter  control  fencing  at  the  Sanitary 
Landfill. 

Rebuilt  roll  off  recycling  containers  and  started  containerizing 
refrigerators,  air  conditioners  and  other  freon  devices  to  protect  against 
leakage. 

Processed  over  9000  tons  of  refuse  and  2000  tons  of  leaves  and  brush  at 
the  Sanitary  Landfill. 

Recycled  965  tons  of  mixed  paper  products.  347  tons  of  scrap  metal,  190 
tons  of  commingled  plastics,  cans  and  bottles,  35  tons  of  white  goods,  6400 
gallons  of  waste  oil  and  8000  tons  of  recycled  asphalt  and  concrete.  This 
recycling  effort  by  the  citizens  of  Scituate  represents  a  37%  recycling  of  all 
refuse  received  at  our  sanitary  landfill  for  a  one  year  period. 

Resurfaced  and  reconstructed  portions  of  Gannett  Road,  First  Parish 
Road,  Edward  Foster  Road  and  Jericho  Road. 

Provided  maintenance  resurfacing  of  54,000  square  yards  of  roadways. 

Repaired  14  catch  basins,  constructed  2  new  basins,  installed  157  feet  of 
new  storm  drainage  piping  and  installed  new  clapper  valves  on  Lighthouse 
Road. 

Replaced  55  street  signs,  2  traffic  control  lights,  25  feet  of  guardrail  and 
painted  6,000  lineal  feet  of  traffic  and  parking  lines. 

Graded  all  gravel  roads  in  Scituate  and  Humarock  and  crack  sealed  over 
1,000  feet  of  pavement  cracks. 

Removed  storm  overwash  from  Town  Way  Extension,  Central  Ave., 
Humarock  and  Oceanside  Drive  after  several  coastal  storms. 

Continued  water  quality  sampling  and  testing  required  per  the  Safe 
Drinking  Water  Act  to  ensure  safe  potable  water  supply. 

Reconstructed  both  the  Gates  School  baseball  field  and  the  Central  Park 
ballfields. 

Removed  over  85  dead  trees  and  planted  60  new  trees  throughout  the 
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town. 


Continued  with  Annual  Water  Supply  Back-Flow  Prevention  and  In 
Inspection  Program. 

Continued  gas  monitoring  at  the  Sanitary  Landfill  to  monitor  gas  flow  as 
required  by  DEP  for  continued  Landfill  operation. 

Continued  ground  water  monitoring  at  both  the  Wastewater  Treatment 
Plant  and  Sanitary  Landfill  required  by  DEP  for  continued  landfill  operation 
and  for  compliance  with  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  Administrative  Order. 

Conducted  comprehensive  technical  review  of  five  definitive  sub¬ 
division  plans  for  the  Planning  Board  and  provided  site  inspection  services  for 
four  subdivisions. 

Also  conducted  technical  and  content  review  for  the  Planning  Board  for 
9  Special  Permits,  12  Site  Plans  and  21  Form  A  Plans.  These  plans  are  all 
plans  for  development  not  requiring  Planning  Board  review  and  approval 
under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law. 

Prepared  $3.8  million  Annual  Operating  Budget  and  $4.1  million  Capital 
Improvement  Program  for  Fiscal  Year  1999. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  would  like  to  extend  our  appreciation 
to  the  citizens  of  Scituate,  town  officials  and  all  departments,  boards  and 
committees  for  their  assistance  and  support  during  the  past  year.

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REGIONAL  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  South  Shore  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Board  is  organized 
under  enabling  legislation,  MGL  ch.  40,  sec.44,  whereby  up  to  three 
representatives  are  appointed  by  each  town  moderator  following  the 
community’s  decision  to  participate.  The  participating  towns  are:  Cohasset, 
Duxbury,  Hanover,  Hingham,  Marshfield,  Norwell,  Rockland,  Scituate  and 
Weymouth.  During  1996  several  regional  contracts  and  assistance  with 
existing  recycling  programs  were  offered.  Through  these  programs,  the  group 
of  ten  original  member  towns  has  expanded  to  fourteen. 

The  Board  has  completed  its  mission,  by  investigating  the  feasibility  of 
solid  waste  district  formation  for  its  member  towns.  It  is  our  unanimous 
recommendation  at  this  time  to  vote  against  the  formation  of  a  district,  and  to 
vote  for  the  creation  of  a  voluntary  association  of  towns,  to  be  called  the 

South  Shore  Recycling  Cooperative. 

The  South  Shore  Recycling  Cooperative  is  established  to  provide  a  forum 
of  cooperative  management  of  solid  waste  by  members,  to  assist  each  member 
Town  to  improve  the  cost-effectiveness  of  their  recycling  efforts  by  providing 
economy  of  scale  while  maintaining  full  control  over  solid  waste 
management;  to  assist  members  to  improve  programs  to  divert  waste 
materials  from  the  waste  stream  and  to  reduce  the  amount  of  toxicity  of 
wastes;  and  to  provide  such  assistance  on  an  individual  basis  to  each  member 
Town  and  cooperatively  in  joint  programs  with  other  Towns. 

The  most  popular  of  all  Board  sponsored  programs  continues  to  be  the 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  collection  contract.  Approximately  3000 
vehicles  attended  events  in  twelve  towns  during  calendar  year  1997.  There 
were  four  regional  events  during  spring  collections  (two  towns  sharing  one 
location),  and  two  dozen  RECIPROCITY  visitors  to  events  other  than  their 
own.  A  new  contract  was  awarded  to  Laidlaw  Environmental  in  time  for  the 
1997  fall  events.  Significant  improvements  in  pricing  will  be  realized  through 
the  end  of  Fiscal  year  1999. 

To  increase  availability  and  convenience,  the  Board  opened  an  office  on 
Route  3  A  in  the  Town  of  Kingston  this  year.  Located  at  161  Summer  Street, 
Unit  5  (above  the  “Nail  Detail’’),  the  office  is  stocked  with  solid  waste 
journals,  periodicals  and  files  on  the  Board’s  past  and  present  activities.

Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations  Committee  serves  in  an  advisory  capacity 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Meetings  are  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each 
month,  with  additional  meetings  scheduled  as  necessary  to  accommodate  the 
volume  of  material  that  the  Committee  receives.  The  Committee  is  comprised 
of  two  Citizen  Representatives,  and  one  representative  each  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  Engineering  Division,  the  Fire  Department  and 
the  Police  Department. 

The  Committee  has  had  an  extremely  busy  year,  reviewing  Site  Plan 
Special  Permits,  Flood  Plain  Special  Permits,  Common  Drive  Special 
Permits,  Subdivisions,  Dangerous  Intersections,  Crosswalks,  Parking 
Regulations,  and  Citizen  Requests  for  Warning  Signs.  We  feel  that  the 
differing  backgrounds  of  the  various  members  of  our  Committee,  combined 
with  the  input  from  interested  citizens  and  our  liaison  members  gives  a 
comprehensive  look  at  each  issue.  In  this  way  we  feel  confident  that 
recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board  for  their 
action  are  consistent  with  the  best  interests  of  the  community  and  its  residents. 

The  Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations  Committee  would  like  to  thank  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  its  continued  support,  as  well  as  the  Planning  Board 
for  its  assistance  and  input.  Thank  you  also  to  the  residents  who  took  the  time 
to  voice  an  opinion  concerning  the  issues  we  have  studied  this  year.  The 
thoughts  of  the  residents  of  the  community  on  issues  of  concern  to  the  Town 
is  invaluable  and  a  critical  component  in  any  decision.  We  look  forward  to 
serving  the  Town  of  Scituate  in  1998.

This  year  has  been  a  very  busy,  intense,  and  frustrating  year  for  the 
School  Committee.  We  have  been  struggling  to  solve  two  important  issues 
that  face  our  schools  —  an  aging  High  School  and  a  bursting  elementary 
school  population.  These  issues  have  consumed  the  great  majority  of  the 
Committee’s  time  and  energy. 

In  May,  we  proposed  a  $23.2  million  dollar  comprehensive  plan  at  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  to  solve  the  two  problems  mentioned  above.  This 
comprehensive  plan  included  a  ten-room  addition  and  an  extensive  renovation 
at  the  High  School  to  allow  for  a  grade  7-12  alignment.  Our  proposal  created 
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a  separate  house  for  grades  7  and  8,  with  their  own  administration,  curriculum 
and  instruction.  Included  also  were  renovations  to  the  science  labs  and 
specialty  areas,  replacement  of  major  operating  systems  such  as  heat  and 
plumbing,  wiring  for  technology  and  various  site  improvements.  After  an 
arduous  publicity  effort,  our  proposal  failed  to  receive  the  two-thirds  vote 
necessary  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting. 

As  a  result  of  this  lost  vote,  the  Committee  held  another  series  of  open 
forums  for  public  input.  In  November,  we  went  before  the  Town  once  again 
at  another  Special  Town  Meeting  to  propose  another  plan.  This  $27.2  million 
plan  included  renovations  to  the  High  School  similar  to  the  ones  in  the 
previous  proposal  but  without  the  7  and  8  grade  move  component.  The  High 
School  would  continue  to  house  only  grades  9-12.  We  added  to  this  new  plan 
a  demolition  of  the  Jenkins  School  building  and  the  construction  of  a  new 
Jenkins  School  with  a  600  student  capacity.  This  enlarged  capacity  would 
allow  us  to  move  the  sixth  grade  into  the  elementary  schools  to  alleviate  the 
overcrowding  which  will  reach  the  Gates  School  in  the  next  few  years.  All  of 
our  plans  are  eligible  for  64%  reimbursement  from  the  Massachusetts  School 
Building  Assistance  Program.  Our  efforts  did  receive  the  necessary  two- 
thirds  vote  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  but  lost  by  61  votes  at  the  ballot 
question  held  on  December  13th.  This  loss  was  a  devastating  and  frustrating 
blow  to  the  Committee  and  to  the  school  system.  The  Committee  is 
continuing  to  deliberate  the  options  available  in  hopes  to  return  to  the  Town 
with  another  proposal  to  renovate  the  High  School  and  alleviate  the  expanding 
school  population  issues  early  in  1998. 

As  mentioned  earlier,  the  Capital  Debt  Exclusion  Override  attempts  have 
taken  an  inordinate  amount  of  the  school  administration’s  and  the 
Committee’s  time  and  energy.  We  did,  however,  try  to  concentrate  on  several 
other  important  areas.  The  Massachusetts  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993 
continues  to  put  demands  on  our  system.  Our  students  will  begin  the 
statewide  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS)  Test 
this  spring  on  a  trial  basis.  Next  year,  for  the  first  time  in  Massachusetts 
history,  our  students  will  be  tested  in  grades  four,  eight  and  ten.  The  grade 
ten  students  will  be  required  to  pass  the  series  of  MCAS  Tests  in  order  to 
graduate.  With  the  assistance  and  guidance  of  our  new  Director  of 
Curriculum,  Instruction  and  Staff  Development,  Mrs.  Prudence  Goodale 
(former  SHS  principal),  the  staff  has  begun  to  adjust  our  curriculum  to  match 
those  mandated  by  the  Massachusetts  curriculum  frameworks.  This  process 
has  been  rather  overwhelming  at  times,  but  we  are  confident  that  Scituate 
students  will  perform  very  well  on  the  MCAS  tests. 

Scituate  High  School  is  now  in  its  second  year  with  the  new  block 
schedule.  An  evaluation  of  this  new  schedule  —  which  will  better  meet  the 
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new  demands  of  Ed  Reform  —  was  made  last  spring.  Our  new  High  School 
Principal,  Dr.  Daniel  Burke,  will  be  further  examining  this  new  schedule,  and 
we  look  forward  to  his  recommendations.  We  welcome  Dr.  Burke  to  our 
administrative  team.  His  energy  and  school  spirit  is  most  apparent  with  the 
new  “We  Are  Scituate''  buttons  that  he  purchased  and  most  SHS  students 
proudly  wear! 

The  Committee  would  also  like  to  welcome  Mrs.  Mary  Struzziero,  newly 
appointed  Principal  of  the  Hatherly  School.  Mrs.  Struzziero  is  a  Scituate 
resident  and  graduate  of  Scituate  High  School.  Her  commitment,  focus  and 
vision  are  already  evident  at  the  Hatherly  School,  and  we  look  forward  to 
working  with  her. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  thank  Superintendent  John  Kulevich  for  his 
tireless  efforts  in  leading  our  school  system.  If  this  has  been  a  frustrating  year 
for  us,  it  has  been  even  more  so  for  Dr.  Kulevich.  He  has  had  to  administer 
the  schools  while  assisting  in  our  Debt  Exclusion  Override  efforts.  After  our 
two  defeats,  Dr.  Kulevich  has  had  to  deal  with  both  the  frustration  of  knowing 
we  have  not  reached  a  solution  to  our  problems  and  the  staffs  increasing 
concerns  relating  to  the  overcrowding  at  the  elementary  level.  He  continues 
to  lead  our  school  system  with  his  characteristic  energy,  professionalism  and 
managerial  expertise.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  a  Superintendent  of  Dr. 
Kulevich’ s  caliber. 

The  Committee  also  wishes  to  thank  Mr.  David  Killory,  Director  of 
Business  and  Finance,  for  his  exhaustive  efforts  this  year.  We  almost  lost 
David  to  Marshfield,  and  we  are  so  very  grateful  that  he  decided  to  stay  in 
Scituate.  David  has  always  been  an  invaluable  asset  for  our  schools,  but  his 
knowledge  and  advice  have  been  even  more  important  and  valued  during  our 
building  projects  proposals.  His  financial  expertise,  historical  perspective 
and  steady,  patient  demeanor  make  his  counsel  very  valuable  to  everyone. 

The  Committee  is  extremely  grateful  to  the  Parent  Teacher 
Organizations,  S.H.O.R.E.,  volunteers,  and  booster  groups  for  your  tireless 
efforts  to  enhance  our  school  system.  A  special  thanks  also  to  the  members 
of  the  Coalition  for  Scituate  Schools  for  your  intense  efforts  this  past  fall  on 
behalf  of  the  override  question.  The  energy  and  commitment  that  all  of  these 
individuals  provide  for  the  benefit  of  our  children  is  truly  inspirational. 

Finally,  my  sincere  gratitude  to  my  colleagues  on  the  Committee  for  your 
commitment,  energy  and  fortitude  during  this  past  tumultuous  year.  A  special 
thanks  to  Charlie  Field,  Vice  Chairperson,  for  his  valuable  counsel  and 
shoulder  to  lean  on  during  our  override  attempts.  There  were  many  days 
when  I  wouldn’t  have  made  it  without  you  Charlie!  Thanks  also  to 
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Marguerite  Soccorso  for  her  pep  talks  and  encouragement  this  past  fall.  Her 
ability  to  make  me  laugh  during  some  of  the  bleakest  days  will  always  be 
remembered.  To  Decker  Adams  and  Barbara  Webster  my  gratitude  for  your 
support  and  continued  dedication  to  the  3,000  students  enrolled  in  our 
schools.  You  are  all  a  great  group  to  work  with  and  with  your  continued  help, 
I  am  confident  we  will  prevail  in  our  attempts  to  solve  the  problems  which 
face  our  schools.  As  I  mentioned  before  in  a  letter  to  parents  —  we’ve 
experienced  a  great  deal  of  agony  this  past  year.  It’s  time  for  the  ecstasy!

Scholastic  Art  Contest  where  six  won  awards:  2  Silver  Keys  and  4 
Honorable  Mentions. 

•  One  High  School  student  participated  in  the  Dual  Enrollment  program 
for  the  Spring  Semester  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  at  Boston. 

•  Two  students  at  the  High  School  were  chosen  to  participate  for  a 
weekend  with  visual  artists  at  the  Worcester  Museum  of  Art  where 
they  worked  on  a  two-day  group  project  with  other  selected  students 
and  adult  visual  artists.  Their  selection  was  based  on  a  statewide 
competition  judging  interviews  and  portfolios. 

•  The  visiting  artist  series,  funded  through  the  Scituate  Arts  Lottery  and 
S.H.O.R.E.,  provided  the  opportunity  for  students  at  the  High  School 
to  interact  with  visiting  artists  throughout  the  year.

•  Scituate  High  hosted  thirty-six  exchange  students  from  Lycee 
Condorret  La  Varenne,  France. 

•  In  collaboration  with  the  South  Shore  Arts  Center,  the  “Day  of  the 
Dead”  celebration  was  an  interdisciplinary  experience  between  the 
Arts  and  the  World  Language  Departments. 

•  As  part  of  the  systemwide  technology  project,  the  integration  of 
computers  into  the  Fine  Arts  classes  has  begun. 

•  Scituate  High  Opportunities  and  Resources  for  Education 
(S.H.O.R.E.)  provided  $30,000  to  support  the  academic  and  athletic 
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programs  at  Scituate  High  School. 

•  A  parent  sponsored  all-night  graduation  party  was  held  for  the  Class 
of  ‘97. 

•  Scituate  High  School  students  participated  in  several  charitable 
benefits  including  three  Blood-  mobiles,  raising  money  for  Children’s 
Hospital,  Toys  for  Tots,  leaf  raking,  collecting  foodstuffs  at 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  and  the  joint  Empty  Bowl  drive  by  the 
Art  Club  and  the  Student  Council.

•  An  eight  week  spirit  drive  at  the  High  School  culminated  with  a 
Powder  Puff  Football  Game,  Spaghetti  Dinner  and  Bonfire.

•  Bay  Colony  Educators,  Science  Isn’t  Always  Pretty,  Recyclmania, 
Poetry  in  Motion,  You’re  the  Apple  of  My  Eye,  Whales’  Tales  and 
Anytime  Is  Book  Time  were  special  programs  held  at  the  Wampatuck 
School. 

•  The  Wampatuck  P.T.O./Playground  Committee  completed  the  Phase  I 
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construction  of  the  new  playground. 

•  A  six-week  program  of  “Basic  Signing”  that  is  used  in  the  classroom 
was  offered  to  parents  and  staff. 

•  The  first  annual  Kids  Fair  sponsored  by  our  Early  Childhood 
Coordinator  and  staff  acquainted  parents  with  the  services  available  to 
children  zero  to  six  years  of  age.

During  1997,  hundreds  of  hours  were  devoted  to  numerous  meetings  and 
hearings  which  focused  on  the  issues  of  (1)  crowded  conditions  at  the 
elementary  schools  and  (2)  the  need  for  a  comprehensive  renovation  of  the 
High  School  which  is  approaching  40  years  old.  The  first  proposal,  consisting 
of  a  comprehensive  renovation  of  and  addition  to  the  High  School  for  1,600 
students  (one  house  for  Grades  7  and  8  to  accommodate  600  students  and 
another  house  for  Grades  9-12  to  accommodate  1,000  students)  in  the  amount 
of  $23.6  million  dollars,  fell  short  by  3%  of  the  two-thirds  vote  needed  for 
passage  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  May. 

The  second  proposal,  which  included  (1)  the  construction  of  a  new  600

pupil  elementary  school  on  the  Jenkins  School  site  in  the  amount  of  $10.9 
million  dollars  and  (2)  a  comprehensive  renovation  of  the  High  School  in  the 
amount  of  $16.3  million  dollars,  received  the  two-thirds  majority  vote  for 
passage  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  November,  but  failed  by  61  votes  on 
a  debt  exclusion  override  at  the  Special  Election  in  December. 

I  am  certain  that  in  1998  the  School  Committee  and  Administration  will 
re-examine  its  options  to  address  the  need  for  space  at  the  elementary  schools 
and  the  need  for  a  renovation  of  the  High  School.  It  is  important  for  the 
residents  of  Scituate  to  decide  where  the  education  of  its  young  people  ranks 
in  the  list  of  our  Town’s  priorities.  Also,  the  residents  of  Scituate  need  to 
decide  whether  our  State  tax  dollars  under  the  School  Building  Assistance 
program  return  to  Scituate  as  part  of  our  school  facilities  plan  or  whether 
those  tax  dollars  help  to  fund  school  construction  and  renovation  projects  in 
other  communities  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  contributed  to  the  successes  in 
our  school  system  this  past  year.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS  ARE  OPEN 

The  Scituate  School  Committee  normally  meets  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Wednesdays  of  each  month,  September  through  June,  unless  announced 
otherwise  in  the  news  media.  Meetings  are  held  at  the  Gates  Intermediate 
School  Library  at  7:30  P.M.  and  are  open  to  the  public. 

Initial  admission  of  Kindergarten  and  Grade  One  children  is  based  solely 
on  chronological  age.  A  child  who  will  be  five  years  of  age  on  or  before 
September  1  is  eligible  to  attend  Kindergarten  in  September  of  that  school 
year.  A  child  who  will  be  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  September  1  is  eligible 
to  attend  Grade  One  in  September  of  that  school  year.  There  will  be  no 
exceptions  to  this  policy  effective  the  beginning  of  the  1996-1997  school 
year. 

A  physician’s  record  showing  proof  of  immunization  against  diphtheria, 
pertussis  (whooping  cough),  tetanus,  measles,  mumps,  rubella  and  polio  must 
be  presented  to  the  school  when  a  pupil  enters  for  the  first  time.  In  addition, 
children  entering  Pre-K  or  Kindergarten  must  present  evidence  of  being 
screened  for  lead  poisoning  and  of  having  received  the  Hib  (influenza) 
immunization  series.  The  hepatitis  B  vaccine  series  is  required  for  all 
children  born  on  or  after  January  1,  1992.  All  students  are  required  to  have 
the  above  immunizations  as  indicated  unless  the  child  is  exempted  for  medical 
or  religious  reasons. 

A  birth  certificate  must  be  presented  by  those  pupils  whose  births  were 
recorded  outside  of  Scituate.

Celebration  of  35th  Anniversary  Highlights 


To  many  veteran  school  district  employees  and  member  community 
citizens  it  may  seem  impossible,  but  this  school  year  (1997-1998)  represents 
the  35th  Anniversary  of  partnership  and  service  on  the  part  of  the  South  Shore 
Vocational  Technical  High  School  and  its  eight  member  towns.  Initially 
envisioned  primarily  as  a  place  to  learn  a  trade  for  those  young  people  whose 
future  plans  simply  did  not  include  college,  the  South  Shore  Regional  School 
District  has  become  much  more.  By  providing  truly  “comprehensive” 
education  aimed  at  developing  the  skills  necessary  for  effective  school-to- 
career  transitions  South  Shore  and  vocational-technical  education  have 
focused  on  building  school  and  after  school  options,  at  preparing  for  the  world 
of  work,  for  continued  education,  for  the  military,  or  for  whatever  career 
pathway  may  develop  for  each  young  man  or  woman  who  attends.  In  a 
workplace  environment  and  society  in  which  change  is  the  norm,  being 
prepared  for  the  changes  has  become  critically  important. 

South  Shore  currently  enrolls  550  students  in  grades  nine  through  twelve 
(9-12),  including  thirty-three  students  from  Scituate  as  of  October  1,  1997. 
Vo-Tech's  relationship  with  students  in  the  community  starts  well  before  they 
ever  see  the  facility  in  many  instances.  Through  guidance  department 
interactions  and  visits,  an  informational  contact  is  maintained.  Tours  are 
scheduled,  presentations  delivered,  questions  asked  and  answered.  The 
establishment  of  career  awareness  and  future  planning  is  stressed,  the  younger 
the  age  the  better.  The  Annual  Open  House  at  South  Shore  is  a  wonderful 
opportunity  to  see  and  sense  the  opportunities  available.  An  exploratory 
program  in  the  early  months  of  grade  nine  gives  further  opportunity  to  try  out 
and  discover.  Once  focused  on  a  “major”  area  of  technical  study,  the  true  task 
of  learning  to  integrate  academic,  technical,  social  and  employability  skills 
takes  hold.  As  Vo-Tech  strives  to  meet  the  interest  and  needs  of  our  student 
population,  we  look  to  the  broad  based  complexity  of  the  whole  student. 
Participation  in  School  activities  has  never  been  higher,  additional  sports 
teams  have  been  initiated,  activities  such  as  drama  club  productions,  foreign 
travel,  work  site  field  trips  and  cultural  exploration,  as  well  as  many  other 
events,  both  on  school  grounds  and  off,  have  added  to  the  complete  education 
and  growth  of  the  South  Shore  students.  On  the  interscholastic  athletic  front, 
qualification  for  the  Massachusetts  Interscholastic  Athletic  Association  state 
tournament  in  Hockey  and  for  the  first  time  ever  in  Girls’  Basketball,  added 
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excitement  and  school  spirit. 

Parents  and  area  employers  have  played  major  roles  at  Vo-Tech  in  the 
past  year  as  well.  Efforts  by  parents  working  within  the  growing  South  Shore 
Vo-Tech  Parents  Association  and  on  the  School  Council  have  added  an 
important  dimension  and  perspective.  A  goal  of  regular  communication  by  the 
school  to  parents  at  home  has  begun  to  take  form  through  letters,  newsletters 
and  phone  contacts.  It  has  been  demonstrated  that  increased  participation  and 
involvement  improves  student  rates  of  success.  1997  saw  the  creation  of  the 
first  ever  Parent/Teachers  night  dedicated  solely  to  a  sharing  of  information 
about  student  performance  and  teacher  and  school  expectations  and  plans. 
Fundraising  initiatives  have  provided  social  interactions  and  contributions  to 
student  enrichment  activities.  As  importantly,  outreach  efforts  to  local 
businesses  and  civic  groups  have  resulted  in  an  improved  communication 
about  South  Shore,  its  mission  and  the  resource  that  it  represents.  Numerous 
employers  and  groups  have  toured,  met  with  school  officials  and  staff,  and 
become  involved  as  providers  of  cooperative  work  employment  sites  or  as 
Advisory  Board  members. 

In  November,  the  first  widespread  Alumni  reunion  reception  was  held 
with  over  two  hundred  attendees.  Graduates  from  the  1960’s,  1970’s  and 
1980’s  gathered  to  share  stories  of  Vo-Tech,  reclaim  lost  friendships  and 
contacts,  and  to  begin  to  establish  a  growing  network  and  base  of  support  for 
a  school  which  has  helped  many  to  launch  and  maintain  successful  careers.  It 
is  anticipated  that  more  frequent  future  events  will  only  further  enhance  the 
sense  of  family  for  all  those  affiliated  with  South  Shore.  That  sense  of  family 
extends  to  efforts  by  departments  and  students  to  share  their  skills  with  those 
in  the  community.  As  an  example  this  year,  outreach  by  the  Cosmetology 
students  into  nursing  homes  and  senior  centers  illustrated  a  spirit  of 
community  service  which  has  long  been  a  hallmark  for  Vo-Tech.  The  annual 
Senior  Citizen  Holiday  dinner  once  again  entertained  seniors  from  throughout 
the  district  and  served  as  a  valuable  lesson  in  giving,  caring  and  sharing  for 
students.  Clearly,  the  message  of  community  and  service  is  stressed,  as 
important  as  employability  and  work  skills,  academic  development  and 
integration  with  real  world  applications,  and  competency  in  a  competitive 
world  of  work.  Last  June,  graduates  entered  technical  fields  of  employment, 
entered  post-secondary  schools,  or  continued  skills  acquisition.  The  graduates 
from  Scituate  included:  Brian  Corcoran  and  Mark  Steverman. 

Vo-Tech's  staff  too  has  been  active  and  productive.  A  major  initiative  this 
year  has  been  the  review,  revision  and  realignment  of  curriculum,  both 
academic  and  technical,  to  best  meet  the  demands  of  business  and  industry 
and  the  state  mandated  Curriculum  Frameworks.  In  addition,  initiatives  have 
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been  undertaken  to  better  bridge  the  transitional  instructional  gaps  between 
member  town  Middle  School/Junior  High  Schools  and  the  realities  of  the 
demands  of  high  school  and  the  State  Assessment  Testing  programs.  This  fall 
a  team  of  South  Shore  staff  presented  at  a  two  day  Curriculum/Integration 
Conference  sponsored  by  The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education.  The 
ideas  exchanged,  activities  described  and  genuine  interest  displayed  were  a 
highlight  of  the  event,  with  South  Shore  receiving  a  high  degree  of 
recognition.  The  opportunity  to  share  and  contribute  to  the  anticipated  benefit 
of  students  from  many  vocational  schools  was  certainly  appreciated  by  all 
who  attended. 

It  was  an  exciting  year  in  1997  at  South  Shore  Vo-Tech,  with  the  promise 
of  even  better  things  to  come.  With  school,  parents,  business  and  industry, 
students  and  communities  all  contributing,  good  things  can  happen. 
Community  service,  building  projects,  partnerships,  curriculum  relevance  and 
revision,  career  preparation  and  the  solid  transition  from  School-to-Work  are 
all  made  more  possible  through  commitment  and  cooperation.  These  35  years 
of  district  and  regional  partnership  have  truly  sped  right  past.  The  Regional 
School  Committee,  Advisory  Board  Membership,  School  Administration, 
Staff  and  Students  want  to  thank  the  community  of  Scituate  and  its  citizens 
for  their  support  and  encouragement.  The  young  people  of  the  area  are  clearly 
the  beneficiaries  of  your  commitment  to  excellence  and  education,  and  to  the 
futures  for  us  all.  We  thank  you  once  again.

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HUMAN  SERVICES 


BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

The  Board  of  Health  had  a  busy  year  in  1997,  mostly  with  Title  V  related 
matters.  The  office  had  a  steady  demand  for  percolation  test  witnessing  and 
received  140  Title  V  Inspection  reports.  Permits  for  187  sewage  disposal 
systems  were  issued.  Sewer  permits  were  issued  for  three  systems  utilizing 
altemative/innovative  technology  such  as  the  FAST  system  which  require 
periodic  testing. 

During  1997,  the  Board  of  Health  held  twenty-four  meetings  and 
approved  twenty-nine  emergency  connections  to  the  public  sewerage  system 
due  to  failed  systems  that  could  not  be  replaced  by  systems  in  compliance 
with  Title  V.  Public  hearings  were  held  and  variances  granted  for  thirty-nine 
sewage  disposal  systems,  and  one  swimming  pool.  Four  subdivisions  were 
submitted  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

After  several  public  hearings,  the  Scituate  Board  of  Health  passed  local 
Title  V  regulations  regarding  sewage  disposal  systems  in  easements  and 
shared  sewage  disposal  systems. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Richard  N.  Kenney  to  the  Board  in 
June.  At  the  reorganization  meeting  Dr.  Robert  E.  Hopkins,  III,  was  elected 
chairman. 

The  Board  of  Health  ran  two  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection 
days:  April  5th  with  154  cars  attending  and  October  18th  with  201  cars 
attending.  Both  events  were  run  in  conjunction  with  the  South  Shore  Regional 
Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Board. 

Again  this  year  Musquashicut  Pond  was  treated  for  algae  control. 

The  staff  approved  opening  of  one  new  food  establishment  this  year. 

The  Scituate  Board  of  Health  finalized  Title  V  Betterment  Loan 
procedures  to  allow  loans  up  to  $10,000  for  homeowners  with  failed  sewage 
disposal  systems  and  no  demonstrated  financial  need  and  loans  up  to  $20,000 
for  homeowners  with  failed  systems  demonstrating  financial  need.  The 
Scituate  Board  of  Health  held  two  public  informational  sessions  at  the 
Scituate  Public  Library  to  advise  interested  homeowners  of  the  procedures. 
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On  December  22,  1997,  the  Scituate  Board  of  Health  awarded  six  loans 
of  up  to  $20,000  and  one  loan  of  up  to  $10,000  to  applicants.  There  will  be  an 
additional  round  of  loan  awards  pending  receipt  of  additional  applications. 

The  Scituate  Board  of  Health  would  like  to  thank  the  Animal  Control 
Board  for  their  dedication  and  diligence  in  arranging  periodic  Rabies  Clinics 
for  dogs  and  cats.  This  year  the  Board  of  Health  has  had  no  reports  of  possible 
exposure  of  Rabies  to  Scituate  Residents. 

We  would  like  to  thank  our  loyal  and  capable  staff:  Jennifer  Lamb 
Sullivan,  Director  of  Public  Health;  Carmen  D.  Bonney,  Secretary;  and  Eileen 
Scotti,  Public  Health  Nurse,  for  their  service  as  well  as  those  town 
departments  and  officials  who  have  assisted  our  efforts  this  year.

Our  Outreach  Worker  responds  confidentially  to  calls  for  assistance  from 
home-bound  seniors.  We  make  telephone  contact  and  home  visits,  assessing 
needs  and  referring  seniors  to  appropriate  agencies.  Assistance  for  nursing 
home  placement  and  home  care  are  provided  through  the  Outreach 
Department.  The  Outreach  Worker  consults  with  clients  and  advocates  in 
their  behalf. 

FUEL  ASSISTANCE 

Fuel  Assistance  is  available  for  all  types  of  residential  heating  beginning 
November  1st,  and  continuing  until  March  30th.  Phone  the  Outreach  Worker 
at  545-7790  to  make  an  appointment  to  apply. 

Weatherization  is  also  provided  through  this  program. 

SOUTH  SHORE  ELDER  SERVICES

The  revenues  are  used  to  enhance  the  Senior  Center  and  help  fund  its 
programs. 

ITEMS  WORTHY  OF  NOTE 

•  “The  Village  of  Volunteers”  program  had  its  initial  undertaking  this 
year  in  a  joint  effort  with  several  community  organizations.  The  Life  Care 
Center  of  the  South  Shore,  local  Girl  Scout  troops  and  senior  volunteers  filled 
350  shoe  boxes  with  gifts  to  be  distributed  worldwide  to  underprivileged 
children.  Over  100  Girl  Scouts  from  Scituate  helped  complete  the  wrapping 
and  filling  of  these  shoe  boxes,  the  contents  of  which  numbered  between  2000 
and  3000  items  which  were  donated  by  local  families  and  businesses. 

The  “Village  of  Volunteers”  are  a  strong  force  working  in  the  community 
and  you  too  can  become  a  participant  in  this  program  by  calling  the  Scituate 
Council  on  Aging. 

•  The  staff  and  volunteers  have  been  instrumental  in  bringing  in  several 
great  finds  providing  for  additional  computer  capabilities  resulting  in 
improved  service  to  the  elderly.  Initial  steps  have  been  taken  to  insure  early 
next  year  that  we  will  have  a  computer  dedicated  to  on-line  Medicare  and 
Medicaid  information  for  use  by  seniors  and  staff  as  a  result  of  a  federal  grant. 
A  Health  Education  Forum  lender  has  been  funded  by  a  state  grant,  as  well. 

A  goal  of  the  Council  for  improved  community  awareness  and 
volunteerism  is  underway  spearheaded  by  a  part-time  position  that  was  state 
funded  by  a  grant.  Communications  in  both  our  newsletter  THE  GOLDEN 
TIMES  and  via  our  cable  television  announcements  have  already  been  noted, 
and  more  is  hopefully  to  come. 

•  The  staff  has  continued  its  past  efforts  in  Intergenerational  Programs. 
Now  that  more  activities  are  being  undertaken  at  the  Jenkins  School,  more 
opportunities  are  available  for  interaction  with  the  day  care  facility,  after 
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school  programs  and  the  recreation  department. 

•  Increased  programs  have  necessitated  greater  demands  on  the  Brook 
Street  Senior  Center,  resulting  in  greater  space  and  program  utilization  at  the 
Jenkins  School.  The  Council  has  communicated  to  the  town  leaders  our  need 
for  more  space  and  our  interest  in  being  part  of  any  future  Community  Center 
that  may  be  considered  for  the  Jenkins  School  site. 

Conclusion,  the  members  of  the  Council  on  Aging  could  not  carry  out  its 
mission  if  it  were  nor  for  the  dedicated  staff,  volunteers,  community 
organizations  and  the  business  community  who  have  been  most  supportive  of 
our  efforts.  The  Council  and  our  senior  participants  are  most  appreciative. 

New  friends,  old  friends,  caring  friends,  true  friends . we’re  here  for 

you.

The  Department  of  Veterans  Services  is  operated  by  the  Town  under 
directives  issued  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  through  the  office 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans  Services. 

Our  mission,  under  this  program,  is  to  provide  assistance  to  those  eligible 
war  veterans  or  their  dependents,  who  are  proven  to  be  qualified.  Each  case  is 
investigated  and  determined  to  be  within  the  scope  of  Chapter  1 15  of  Mass. 
General  Laws. 

For  each  case  authorized  by  the  State,  the  Town  receives  75%  reimbursal 
for  all  monies  expended. 

In  addition  to  Ch  115  cases,  the  department  assists  veterans  in  all  claims 
they  wish  presented  to  the  Veterans  Affairs  Department  of  the  Federal 
government. 

This  office  is  located  at  the  Town  Hall  and  is  open  and  manned  on 
Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  of  each  week.  Tel:  545-8715. 

The  supervision  of  the  care  of  veterans  grave  sites  continue  to  be  a 
significant  part  of  our  mission,  as  well  as  the  continued  presentation  of 
appropriate  services  on  Memorial  Day  and  Veterans’  Day.  There  are  28 
Veterans  Memorials  in  the  Town  of  Scituate,  which  are  decorated  with 
wreaths  and  flags. 

All  veterans  residing  in  Scituate  are  invited  to  register  their  military 
documents  at  this  office  which  will  assure  that  these  valuable  papers  are 
available  if  a  need  arises.

The  Scituate  Housing  Authority  continues  to  fulfill  its  mandate  to  serve 
the  Scituate  community  by  providing  quality  housing  and  to  ensure  as  much 
as  is  possible  a  good  quality  of  life  for  its  residents.  In  1997,  the  Authority 
undertook  several  projects  directed  toward  maintaining  and  updating  its 
residences  for  its  elderly/handicapped  population  and  to  keep  its  properties  in 
compliance  with  state  and  Federal  laws.  Most  prominent  among  those  was  the 
restoration  of  the  brickwork  at  Central  Park  which  was  both  utilitarian  and  in 
keeping  with  its  historic  nature  and  quality;  installation  of  additional  parking 
spaces  at  Wheeler  Parks  I  and  II  and  repainting  of  rear  porches  there,  as  well 
as  renovation  at  Central  Park  to  ensure  handicapped  accessibility.  On  a  less 
dramatic  note,  the  Authority  also  updated  its  outmoded  telephone  systems  and 
is  in  the  process  of  installing  a  specialized  Housing  Authority  computer 
software  network  in  its  office  at  Lincoln  Park. 
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The  Authority  also  has  taken  an  active  role  to  ensure  that  the  restoration 
of  the  Greenbush  MBTA  rail  line  will  not  interfere  with  the  health  and  welfare 
of  its  residents  at  Lincoln  and  Wheeler  Parks.  Over  the  course  of  the  year,  the 
Authority  has  consulted  with  the  Scituate  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  MBTA, 
appeared  at  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  mitigation  hearing  and 
participated  in  meetings  with  the  MBTA,  Senator  Hedlund  and 
Representative  Hyne’s  administrative  assistant  at  both  Lincoln  and  Wheeler 
Parks  to  present  the  Authority’s  concerns  as  to  certain  aspects  of  the  rail 
project.  The  Authority  will  continue  to  do  the  same  in  the  future.  Finally, 
Executive  Director  Gladys  Cook  and  the  staff  produce  a  monthly  newsletter 
for  Authority  residents  to  keep  them  informed.  On  to  1998.

LIBRARY  DIRECTOR 

In  1997  the  number  of  items  borrowed  directly  from  the  library  totaled 
212,973.  An  additional  12,394  items  borrowed  from  other  OCLN  libraries 
over  the  electronic  holds  system  were  checked  out  from  Scituate.  12,023 
items  were  loaned  to  network  libraries  for  the  use  of  their  patrons.  79,500 
individuals  visited  the  library  in  1997.  1 100  new  library  cards  were  issued  to 
Scituate  residents,  bringing  the  total  number  of  registered  borrowers  to 
10,645. 

In  1997,  the  library  expanded  hours  of  opening  to  include  Sunday 
afternoons  from  October  through  April.  Use  of  the  library  on  Sundays 
continues  to  grow,  and  will  soon  surpass  Saturday  as  the  busiest  day  of  the 
week  (hour  for  hour). 

At  the  March  1997  town  meeting,  funds  were  appropriated  for  two 
additional  computers  to  provide  full  graphical  access  to  the  Internet.  Coupled 
with  a  network  upgrade,  access  to  the  Internet  will  be  available  through  our 
connection  to  the  Old  Colony  Library  Network.  Non-graphical  access  has 
been  available  for  several  years.  Thanks  to  a  program  sponsored  by  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  access  to  a  full  text 
periodical  database  is  also  available  over  our  OCLN  system  for  no  additional 
local  cost. 

The  Friends  of  the  Scituate  Library,  through  the  annual  membership  drive 
and  book  sales,  continued  to  support  library  programs  on  all  levels.  The 
Friends  sponsored  the  two  summer  programs,  the  Lobster  Lady,  and  Multi¬ 
cultural  Storytelling  performed  by  Sharon  Kennedy.  The  Friends  provided  the 
traditional  supply  of  new  summer  paperback  books  for  children  and  teens. 
Sponsorships  of  the  museum  pass  program  and  the  rental  book  collection 
continued.  Collections  of  videos,  music  CD,  books  on  tape,  picture  books  all 
continued  to  expand  as  a  result  of  donations  from  the  Friends.  The  use  of  the 
Friends  sponsored  personal  computer  continued  to  grow. 

During  1997  many  individuals,  organizations  and  businesses  made 
donations  to  the  library.  Virginia  Heffernan,  former  director  of  the  library, 
planted  and  watered  the  entry  way  planter.  Scituate  Federal  Savings  sponsored 
the  pass  to  the  Children’s  Museum.  Several  families  added  the  library  to  their 
holiday  gift  list.  The  Scituate  Woman’s  Club,  as  well  as  several  local  families, 
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made  memorial  donations  to  the  library.  Loyal  and  talented  volunteers 
delivered  books  to  the  homebound,  shelved  books  and  processed  new  books. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Town  and  its  various  departments,  and  the 
community  for  their  continued  support  and  encouragement.

In  1997  the  Scituate  Library  Board  of  Trustees  continued  with  the  second 
year  of  their  revised  long  term  strategy  for  the  library.  This  year  we  focused 
on  the  upkeep  of  the  physical  plant.  We  are  approaching  the  20th  year  of  the 
building  and  we  want  to  ensure  the  building  continues  to  be  an  asset  to  the 
community. 

Here  is  a  review  of  goals  and  our  past  year’s  accomplishments. 

1.  To  maintain  the  Scituate  library  as  an  attractive,  easily  accessible. 

user  friendly  resource. 

This  year  the  air  conditioning  and  the  fire  alarm  systems  were 
completely  replaced.  Many  smaller  repairs  were  done  for  example  to 
the  lighting  and  elevators.  The  library’s  external  sign  was  completely 
overhauled  and  the  memorial  garden  was  completed  (thank  you  to 
the  Bailey/Moore  family  and  friends)  both  which  enhance  the 
entrance  to  the  library.  We  have  several  large  projects;  carpet 
replacement,  wallpapering  and  painting,  and  improved  handicap 
access  that  we  hope  to  have  pass  funding  as  capital  projects  to  be 
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implemented  over  the  next  few  years. 


2.  To  better  communicate  to  the  public,  the  policies  and  procedures  of 

the  library. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  continuously  review  and  oversee  the  policies 
of  the  library  to  ensure  the  best  public  use  of  its  resources  and 
property. 

3.  To  increase  selection  of  timely,  attractive  materials  for  library  users. 

We  continue  to  work  to  get  the  book  budget  back  at  least  to  the  1990 
level  of  $50,000.  The  public  should  notice  the  increase  of  materials 
especially  in  the  children’s  picture  book  section,  the  new  book  room, 
reference  section,  and  in  the  video  and  CD  collections.  Through  their 
annual  membership  drive  and  twice-a-year  book  sale  the  Friends  of 
the  Library  continue  to  have  a  significant  impact  on  funding  the 
library’s  purchasing  of  materials.  We  once  again  offer  thanks  to  the 
Friend’s  volunteers  and  donators  for  your  continued  support. 

4.  To  improve  reference  services. 

Physical  improvements  to  the  reference  area  were  completed  this 
year.  The  Trustees  actively  supported  the  legislation  of  a  Strategic 
Plan  at  the  State  House  that  funds  improvements  to  reference 
services.  This  year  we  introduced  an  initiative  to  work  more  closely 
with  the  schools  to  create  a  better  experience  for  children  with 
library  assignments. 

5.  To  make  the  library  more  available  to  the  public. 

During  the  past  year  the  Southeastern  Mass  library  computer 
cataloging  system,  OCLN,  was  upgraded  with  one  benefit  being  that 
we  now  can  access  the  library’s  catalog  from  our  home  via  the 
internet.  We  will  continue  to  attempt  to  target  funding  so  we  can 
open  on  Thursday  mornings  and  Fridays. 

The  circulation  at  the  library  continues  to  rise  dramatically  every  year 
and  the  additional  hours  have  added  to  the  higher  usage.  We  thank  the  staff 
for  their  productivity  in  handling  the  greater  demand.  The  library  is  often 
commended  for  its  efficiency  and  the  library  employees  should  share  in  that 
appreciation.  We  thank  the  towns’  people  for  their  continued  support.

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RECREATION  COMMISSION 


The  1997  Recreation  Commission  is  comprised  of  members:  Chairman 
E.  Stephen  Chase,  W.  Thomas  Hughes,  Kathleen  Judge,  Kris  Phillips,  and 
Matthew  Poirier. 

During  this  past  year  our  Department  continued  to  expand  to  over  250 
year-round  the  programs  servicing  over  6800  people,  under  the  guidance  of 
our  ever  capable  director,  Jennifer  McCormack.  The  programs  offered  range 
from  fencing  and  dance  instruction  to  the  Little  People  programs  and  ski 
lessons  and  trips. 

We  also  added  new  programs  utilizing  the  Town’s  Widows  Walk  Golf 
Course.  The  Department  hosted  the  First  Annual  Scituate  Unplugged,  Annual 
Egg  Hunt,  Halloween  Party,  Second  Good  Sports  Festival  involving  both 
basketball  and  street  hockey  tournaments  which  proceeds  paid  for  the  outdoor 
basketball  court  at  the  Scituate  High  School.  Also,  we  hosted  the  Third 
Annual  Family  Fun  Day  with  the  help  of  the  Fire  Department,  Police 
Department,  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

The  Recreation  Department  has  worked  closely  with  other  Town 
departments  to  improve  the  Town’s  athletic  fields,  including  the  high  school 
basketball  fields  and  building  a  new  baseball  field  at  Gates  School.  The 
rebuilding  of  the  Gates  soccer  field  and  resodding  of  the  J.V.  baseball  field  is 
planned  for  this  year. 

During  fiscal  year  1998,  the  Town  funded,  $104,993.00  for  our  budget. 
The  lifeguard  services  account  for  $71,920,  the  Recreation  Director  receives, 
$31,470.00,  and  the  remainder  of  $1,603.00  represents  the  amount  reserved 
for  the  purchase  of  services,  materials  and  supplies. 

The  lifeguard  services  at  our  Town’s  five  beaches  continued  to  improve 
in  the  areas  of  management  and  equipment.  Handicap  accessibility  was 
increased  at  Minot  Beach. 

A  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  volunteers  and  participants  who  have  made  our 
Department  the  success  that  it  is.

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BEAUTIFICATION  COMMISSION 


In  1997  the  Beautification  Commission  continued  its  effort  to  transform 
some  of  the  traffic  islands  in  the  Town  into  perennial  gardens.  Three  of  the 
more  spectacular  gardens  were  at  the  intersection  of  Tilden  Road  and  Brook 
Street  -  planted  and  maintained  by  Mr.  Rico  Gilberti;  at  the  intersection  of 
Branch  Street  and  Country  Way  -  planted  and  maintained  by  Susan  Anthony; 
the  traffic  island  at  Egypt  Beach  parking  lot  -  planted  and  maintained  by 
Marie  Carey.  It  is  the  Commission’s  goal  in  1998  to  continue  this  project  in 
its  effort  to  make  Scituate  a  more  beautiful  place  to  live. 

Ship  Shape  Day  was  successful  this  year,  thanks  to  the  many  volunteers 
who  turned  out  to  help  remove  rubbish  from  beaches,  marshes  and  roadsides. 
In  1998,  the  Commission  plans  to  put  more  emphasis  on  sprucing  up  the 
Harbor  area  with  Front  Street  and  the  Bandstand  area  of  particular 
importance. 

In  November,  the  Commission  held  a  “thank  you”  reception  at  the 
Library  for  all  the  volunteers  who  maintain  the  Adopt- A-Lots  throughout  the 
Town.  Also  at  the  reception,  the  Annual  Beautification  Awards  were 
presented.  The  recipients  this  year  were:  Mr.  Kevin  Sumner  whose  property 
is  Season’s  Harvest  on  First  Parish  Road;  Mr.  Allan  Tufankjian  whose 
property  is  207  Front  Street;  Mr.  Richard  Torsney  whose  property  is  on 
Marshfield  Avenue  in  Humarock;  and  Mr.  John  Murray  for  the  perennial 
gardens  planted  around  the  patio  at  The  Clipper  Ship.  These  awards  are  given 
to  businesses  who  improve  the  areas  surrounding  their  property  or  have 
ongoing  efforts  to  enhance  the  plantings  on  their  property. 

The  Commission  would  like  to  thank  the  South  Shore  Kennel  Club  and 
the  Hurtle-Hill  Foundation  for  their  generous  support  to  the  Beautification 
Trust  Fund.  The  Trust  Fund  is  used  to  supplement  our  budget  and  this  year 
will  be  used  to  replace  the  metal  rubbish  containers  on  Front  Street  with  wood 
containers  to  match  the  benches  previously  placed  on  Front  Street. 

A  sincere  thanks  goes  to  the  Town’s  Public  Grounds  Division  and 
Department  Supervisor  George  Story  and  all  the  Adopt- A-Lot  volunteers  who 
do  a  wonderful  job  of  making  Scituate  more  pleasing  to  the  eye. 

In  1997,  the  Commission  lost  a  wonderful  friend  in  Ceil  Coan,  who 
faithfully  tended  her  lot  at  the  entrance  to  the  High  School  and  who  was 
always  helpful  in  finding  the  way  through  the  maze  of  Town  government.  She 
will  be  truly  missed.

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HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 


Celebrating  80  years  of  service 

The  Scituate  Historical  Society’s  mission  is,  and  has  always  been,  to 
preserve  the  treasures  of  this  ancient  Town  and  to  provide  educational  and 
research  opportunities  for  its  citizens.  As  we  complete  our  80th  year,  we  take 
special  pride  in  two  major  moves  in  that  direction. 

On  August  1,  1997,  the  Maritime  and  Irish  Mossing  Museum  on  the 
Driftway  opened  to  the  public.  This  museum  preserves  for  future  generations 
Scituate’ s  unique  and  fascinating  maritime  history.  Although  the  exhibits  are 
not  yet  complete,  local  and  out  of  state  visitors  continually  marvel  at  the  wide 
variety  of  topics  and  artifacts.  The  Society  is  indebted  to  more  individuals 
than  can  be  listed  here  who  helped  bring  the  museum  to  completion. 
However,  I  would  be  remiss  without  mentioning  Pam  Martell.  In  the  fall  of 
1996,  Pam  stepped  forward  to  offer  her  services  to  plan  and  coordinate  the 
exhibits.  She  came  to  us  with  impressive  credentials.  She  was  the  exhibit 
consultant  at  the  Normal  Rockwell  Museum  in  Stockbridge,  MA  and  the 
professional  look  of  our  museum  is  due  to  her  expertise.  We  are  also  indebted 
to  George  Downton,  our  building  supervisor.  He  oversaw  all  construction 
activities  at  the  museum.  George  also  oversaw  repair  and  maintenance  needs 
at  our  other  properties  and  Town  owned  historic  structures.  He  insured  that  all 
work  was  done  to  our  expectations  and  has  saved  both  the  Society  and  the 
Town  unnecessary  expenditures. 

Earlier  this  year,  the  Selectmen  transferred  title  of  the  GAR  Hall  on 
Country  Way  to  the  Society.  We  put  a  new  roof  on  the  building  in  1996,  but 
it  still  needs  extensive  renovation.  A  committee  has  been  formed  to  raise  the 
necessary  funds  for  this  project.  It  will  take  the  support  of  the  community  to 
complete  the  task,  but  it  is  well  worth  doing.  This  is  the  oldest  public  building 
in  Town.  We  are  confident  the  townspeople  will  help  us  in  our  fundraising 
efforts  this  coming  year.  When  the  work  is  finished,  the  Hall  will  house  Civil 
War  and  other  military  artifacts  and  will  be  available  for  private  functions  and 
community  groups. 

I’m  glad  to  report  the  repairs  to  the  Mann  House,  authorized  by  the 
annual  Town  meeting,  have  been  completed.  We  appreciated  the  support 
members  of  Town  meeting  gave  us  to  fund  the  project.  The  building  will  once 
again  be  open  to  the  public  for  the  1998  tour  season. 

The  Society  oversees  four  Town-owned  properties:  Mann  House, 
Cudworth  House,  Lighthouse  and  Lawson  Tower.  An  assessment  committee 
has  spent  many  hours  assessing  the  short  and  long-term  maintenance  needs  of 
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these  buildings.  The  committee  has  developed  a  five  year  needs  assessment 
plan.  Over  the  next  few  years,  Town  meeting  will  be  asked  to  fund  repairs 
needed  that  were  identified  by  the  committee.  We  realize  there  are  several 
“big  ticket”  items  facing  the  Town,  but  these  buildings  represent  what  this 
Town  is  all  about  and  it  is  in  the  Town’s  best  interest  to  keep  these  buildings 
from  falling  into  hopeless  disrepair. 

The  Society  is  appreciative  of  the  tremendous  support  given  us  by  all 
Town  officials.  They  have  made  it  much  easier  for  us  to  proceed  on  many 
fronts.
